Mxt1A  was  situated  on  a  small  knoll  about  600  west  of  Mx°8  and  directly 
north  of  the  school  house.  This  rise  is  about  33  feet  in  diameter  and  5  feet 
high.  This  site  was  selected  in  1934  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
village  complex  of  Kinciid.  The  end  of  the  1934  season  saw  the  uncovering  of 
the  first  structure  and  floor  at  this  site.  The  record  season  1935  saw  the 
completion  of  this  excavation  and  the  uncovering  of  all  features  down  to  the 
basic  clay.  Comparatively  speaking  this  site  yielded  the  largest  amounts  of 
artifacts  and  pottery  for  the  effort  expended,  but  the  least  definite  knowledge 
concerning  floors,  architectural  features  etc. 

Method 

The  method  of  excavation  of  thie  mound  underwent  considerable  change  during 
the  two  years  of  excavations  and  unfortunately  some  changes  were  not  of  the  best. 
Fhen  first  excavating  the  mound  the  vertical  slicing  technique  was  employed 
down  to  Feature  I  -  a  burned  clay  floor  (or  wall).  Then  this  floor  was  uncovered 
and  the  technique  of  vertical  slicing  seas  ed/from  then  on  a  horizontal  stripping 
technique  was  used  for  the  most  part,  and  the  walls  of  the  house  structures 
left  undug.  On  completion  of  the  stripping  these  ridges  sho  ed  the  house  com¬ 
plex  (or  vice-versa).  Then  these  walls  were  examined  in  cross-section  and 
their  relative  position  necorded.  (conclusions,  R.S.M.)  The  display  of  house 
features  etc.  was  extremely  pretty,  but  the  chronology  and.  information  gained 
by  this  technique  was  relatively  small  and  poor.  W$ y  the  abandonment  of  the 

technique  used  in  1934  and  1935  at  Mx°4  -  where  a  vertical  profile  ms  moved 
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forward  to  basic  clay  five  feet  at  &  bias  and  the  features  drawn,  uncovered, 

[iyzed  as  well  as  a. complete  stratigraphy  drawn  at  each  five  feet^iil 
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determined  for  this  site  were  not  distinctive  fis  the  ,  ^ 


refuse  deposit  was  homogeneous  from  top  to  bottom  and  are,  therefore,  based 
on  the  occupations  or  floors  that  appear  to  have  occurred  at  the  site.  Capping 
the  whole  site  was  a  plow  layer.  Zone  A  represents  the  refuse  deposits  underneath 
the  humus  and  down  through  floor  I.  This  zone  has  been  determined  ty  Orr  to  be 
of  the  Late  Kincaid  period.  Zone  B  appears  to  be  an  occupation  during  which 
one  house  was  rebuilt  five  times.  The  stratigraphy  of  the  walls  (which  willjzf 
be  discussed  later)  me s  as  well  as  the  rebuilding  of  one  fireplace  five  times 
seems  to  substantiate  my  hypothesis  concerning  five  building  stages.  This 
zone  is  of  the  Middle  Kincaid  period.  Below  this  /-one  is  Zone  C  which  appears 


down 


to  be  a  semi -sterile  layer  shoe m  from  the  top  of  which  have  been  dug  numerous 
pits.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  may  represent  a  flood  stage.  (  See 
pg  note  -  ),  Below  this  zone  is  Zone  D  capped  by  Floor  3  and  composed  of  a 

2  foot  layer  of  "Old  Humus"  (dark  grayish  soil).  Below  this  is  basic  clay. 
Diagramxnatically  the  stratigraphy  is  the  followings  (see  also  profile  drawings 
with  floor  plans). 
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
